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Class  History  of  1955  Seniors 


September  13,  1951,  was  a  rainy  day  in  St.  Louis. 
In  the  midst  of  a  torrent  we  arrived  at  Mary\'ille 
From  all  eorners  of  the  eountry,  presenting  a  variety 
of   care-free,    serious,   young,    or   mature   personalities. 

"A  typical  freshman  class,"  remarked  a  senior  as  the 
entire  105  of  us  descended  upon  the  book  store  after 
registration.  September  passed  and  we  progressed  from 
"typical  freshmen"  to  "balloonheads"  at  initiation, 
seeking  refuge  in  the  nearest  air  raid  shelter.  Next 
came  November,  our  first  college  prom  with  cocktails 
at  Crossroads;  the  President's  Dinner,  Christmas,  and 
the  inevitable  aftermath  —  exams.  We  brought  a  touch 
of  New  Orleans  to  the  Lounge  with  a  Mardi  Gras 
dance,  "France,  Glorious  France"  to  the  Little  Thea- 
tre with  "The  Mockingbird",  and  several  indefinite 
campuses  with  a  pack  of  Luckies.  April  earned  us  an 
unspeakable  reputation,  with  the  Faculty  imprisoned 
in  their  lounge  and  the  Old  Masters  gazing  at  the 
floor  instead  of  the  ceiling  along  the  classroom  cor- 
ridor. Candles  and  incense  at  Friday  Benediction.  .  . 
Sunbathers  in  the  sunken  garden.  .  .  "Pappy",  Knit- 
ting, and  choral  singing  at  11:00  .  .  .  term  papers 
.  .  .  historians,  Mr.  J.'s  and  others.  May  brought  us 
our  class'  first  diamond  and  wedding.  Then  June, 
with  home  for  some,  Mobile  Bay  for  others,  summer 
vacation  for  all. 

September,  '52  found  us  somewhat  diminished, 
somewhat  wiser,  and  faced  with  the  problem  of  the 
vear:  "Who  will  we  take  to  these  dances?  An  un- 
forgettable hayride  was  followed  by  an  unforgettable 
invasion  of  chickenpox  and  measles.  We  met  St. 
Thomas  everv  morning  at  10:00  with  Mr.  McTighe, 
reproduced  Niagara  Falls  on  the  balconv,  and  became 
connoisseurs  of  aristocratic  junk  and  fine  dust  with 
our  antique  sale.  March  saw  a  mass  evacuation  to 
Chicago  for  the  Billiken-Notre  Dame  game.  More 
weddings.  .  .  Tournament  time  .  .  .  our  version  of 
the  N.LT.  as  Maryville  became  the  Grand  Hotel  and 
boarders  refuged  to  day  hops'  houses.  .  .  School  for 
Scandal.  .  .  Spring  Prom  under  the  Big  Top.  .  . 
Soiree  a  la  Sheraton.  .  .  Shiny  new  E.  de  M.  medals. 
.  .  .  "White  and  gold  is  our  daisy  chain",  and  the 
year  of  "wise  fools"  had  ended. 

September  '53  — the  class,  much  diminished  and 
no  wiser,  faced  the  awful  truth;  "We  still  don't  have 
anyone  to  take  to  these  dances!  "  ...  A  visit  from 
our  Very  Reverend  Mother  ...  a  painted  dome.  .  . 
Victors  on  the  hockey  field  .  .  .  hostesses  at  the  Foot- 
ball Dance.  .  .  Forget-Me-Nots  to  Mother  Martinez. 
With  sorrow  we  declined  the  gracious  offer  to  raffle 
the  ermine  cape,  and  sponsored  the  Pageant  of  Brides 


instead.  .  .  Christmas  wishes  .  .  .  exams  ...  a  new 
semester.  Au  Revoir  to  the  Last  of  the  Chicasoans 
and  Patriotism  swells  in  February  .  .  .  what  a  glorious 
twenty-second!  The  "Fifing  Irish"  replaced  the  Horse- 
show  and  "on  a  picnic  we  all  went".  With  typical 
Junior  "esprit  de  corps"  we  dined  at  Ruggeri's,  made 
long  distance  phone  calls,  took  over-nights  en  masse. 
Candlelight  procession  in  the  grotto  .  .  .  cheerful 
service  in  the  Co-op  .  .  .  "Little  Things  Mean  a  Lot." 
.  .  .  angelic  addition  on  Co-op  walls  .  .  .  "tinkling" 
new  bell  system.  .  .  Marian  Year  Prayer  in  the  cor- 
ridor. With  a  breakfast  and  a  goodbye  to  the  Seniors, 
we  took  our  last  three-month  break. 

September,  '54  — With  senior  savior-faire  we  faced 
the  problem  of  the  year:  our  theses  (fooled  you,  huh?). 
In  the  Lounge  the  senior  drawing  room  became  the 
scene  of  "Honey"  sessions  .  .  .  Venetian  blinds  and 
slip  covers  added  .  .  .  the  juke-box  fixed  at  last  .  .  . 
Sunday  buffets  a  la  Mother  Scott.  .  .  In  the  dining 
room,  the  long  queue  formed  for  the  welcomed  cafe- 
teria .  .  .  the  long  senior  table.  .  .  Happv  Birthdays, 
"Autumn  Leaves",  and  Congratulations.  .  .  Wedding 
bells  began  to  ring  (we  were  only  fooling  about  those 
dances)  and  the  dinner  tradition  was  carried  on  at 
Angelo's.  A  painted  gym.  Wednesday  night  freedom. 
.  .  .  Child  PsvcholoPv  in  the  Kindergarten.  .  . 
Christmas  time  .  .  .  "O,  Adonai ".  .  .  Christmas  tree 
splendor  and  carols  in  the  dining  room.  Credit  jug- 
gling in  Mother  Wilkins'  office  and  our  Senior 
Semester  begins.  Our  talents  were  finally  exhibited 
behind  footlights  at  the  Father-Daughter  Dinner. 
Queen  of  Hearts  Promenade  .  .  .  Valentine  excur- 
sions to  Dutch. 

For  the  last  time  —  we  watched  the  ivy's  spring 
debut  from  the  balcony,  held  our  class  confabs  with 
Mother  Scott,  made  10:00  treks  from  the  Lounge, 
and  clutched  coffee  at  Gabriel's.  We  placed  our  theses 
and  our  fate  in  Mother  Wilkins'  hands,  decreed  our 
last  will  and  testament  to  the  Class  of  '56,  and  ut- 
tered a  sigh  of  relief. 

Mav  3  1  —  Au  revoir  and  merci  to  Reverend  Mother, 
whose  love  and  prayers  have  sustained  us;  to  Mother 
Mouton,  whose  energy  and  efforts  have  been  tire- 
lessly expended  for  her  Maryvillians;  to  Mother  Scott 
champion  of  our  social  life,  whose  maternal  guidance 
was  available  twentv-four  hours  a  day;  to  Mother 
Wilkins,  our  pilot  through  the  maze  of  credits  and 
courses;  to  all  the  Community  and  faculty,  whose 
love  and  help  have  been  our  mainstay  at  Maryville; 
to  the  friendships  we  have  shared  with  "vrais  enfants 
du   Sacre  Cour."  —  for  four  irreplaceable  years.
